A ll o f th e B ra id w o o d M iners J o in th e 
Strik ers and P ea ce P rev a ils. 
BUA ID WOOD, 111., Juno I.—Things at 
Braidwood aro very damp. 
Everything 
and everybody is thoroughly saturated 
with tho* cold, 
penetrating rains which 
h avo fallen during tho last threes days. 
Two more companies of tho militia havo 
been allowed to go home, which leaves 
only company E of Chicago aud ll of 
Kankakee on guard duty at tho mines. 
Tho Italians aro keeping in out of tho 
wet. 
They havo not been near the militia 
camp or caused any disturbance during tho 
last threo days. 
A meeting of tho miners wns held Friday 
afternoon. 
It was called by order of tho 
officials of the northern Illinois district 
Adjt. G en. Vance and tho coal operators 
were invited to bo present. 
Thoro woro 
800 men at tho meeting, only about ono 
hundred of whom belonged to Braidwood 
They were nearly all {Scotch, Irish, and 
Welsh miners, only a few Italians and ne 
groos being present. 
Ono of tho negro 
miners moved that tho strike bo continued. 
Another negro seconded tho motion. 
It 
was put to a standing vote. 
Hundreds 
stood up for the strike, and when thoso 
who wanted to return to work wero counted 
they were less than a dozen. 
The meeting 
then broke up. 
It is understood that Superintendent 
Cory will bring in a lot of now men to 
tako tho strikers’ places. 
If so rnoro 
trouble may bo looked for. 
All is quiet 
at tho camp and miuos now and things will 
remain so until tho company attempts to 
put in new men in tho strikers’ places. 
While tho striking miners havo been 
riotous, the gravity of tho situation hero 
has been somewhat exaggerated. 
Tho re­ 
port that 1,000 Italian miners came over 
from Coal City and drove out workmen in 
tho mines hero was not strictly in ac­ 
cordance with tho facts. 
There are not 
more than five hundred Italian miners in 
Coal City and not all of these joined the 
crowd that marched to Braidwood. 
It is 
believed that matters will quiet down now 
and that no further trouble will tako Dlaco 
for tho present.

Pittsburg, Pa., Juno I.—Tho flood at 
Johnstown has resulted in an awful catas­ 
trophe). 
It is said that tho reservoir above 
tho town broke about 5 o’clock Friday 
evening and tho immcnso volume of water 
rushed down to tho city, carrying with it 
death and destruction. 
Houses with their 
o cupants wero swopt away, and scoies, 
probably hundreds of people wero drownd!. 
Tho latest reports place tho number of lost 
at 500. 
Thero is no communication with 
Johnstown, but a telegraph operator in 
tho Pennsylvania railroad tower at Sang 
Hollow, twelve miles this side of Johns­ 
town, says at least sevouty-fivo dea I bodies 
have floated past. 
Tho wires are all down and no trains aro 
running east of Blairsville, which is about 
twcnty-fivo 
milos west of Johnstown. 
Thoro is no way to get to tho EC»no of tho 
disaster. 
Tho latost reliable information 
comes through tho Pennsylvania railroad 
oilicials, who aver that over 200 dead 
bodies have Itoon counted floating down 
stream at Johnstown .alone, whilo along 
the lino many additional lives havo boon 
lost. 
It is assorted that thoro aro but two 
houses in Johnstown proper entirely abovo 
tho wator-lino. 
A special train bearing 
Pennsylvania railroad oilicials and a largo 
number of newspaper men loft this city 
for tho scene. 
Until telogrnph-ropair ii on 
and operators, with necessary instruments, 
open up at tho nearest point but little re­ 
liable information can be obtained. 
O nly Tw o H ou ses A bovo W ater. 
A roport has just reached Greensburg 
that tho greatest portion of Johnstown has 
l)oen flooded and hundreds of lives lo.ff. 
He )usc3 aro floating about and tho peoplo 
who aro freo are panic stricken and are 
fleeing to tho mountains. 
At a point near 
New Florence eighty live 
person; havo 
L)oen soon floating down tho river on drift­ 
wood. 
One report comes that but two 
roofs of tho houses in Johnstown can bo 
soon. 
Tho Covetown and tho Now Flor­ 
ence bridges have boon washed away and 
all tho buildings along tho Conemaugh be­ 
tween Now Florence and Johnstown havo 
broil carried away. 
Tho railroad towers 
havo been abandoned by tho operators. 
Houses aro going down tho river by ' tho 
dozens and peoplo can bo seen clinging to 
tho roofs. 
At Cokotown, n villago of several hun 
dred inhabitants, tho houses aro almost en 
tircly covered and a great many dwelling 
at Blairsville aro submerged. 
Scarcely a dwelling in tho vicinity of 
Bang Hollow' can bo seen. 
Tho bridges 
at Bolivar and Ninova, 
it 
is 
report­ 
ed, havo given away and that at Balts 
burg, it Is feared, will l>o carried away 
Peoplo hero who have frlonds in tho flooded 
districts aro eagerly waiting for nows at 
tho telegraph office. 
Great uneasiness pre­ 
vails. 
Tho river at Livermore is rising 
and great destruction will follow. 
L ost F arout*, 
I»roth?r, aud Sister. 
Tho telegraph wires being down for six 
or seven miles below tho immediate sceno 
of disaster, and boing iii an unworliable 
shape for throo or four miles distant, it 
was at least 7 :30 o’clock liofore an accurate 
cut'ino of tho ofToct of'jthe)fltidal wavo 
could bo loamed. 
Tho chief officials of tho 
Pittsburg end of tho main line of tho 
Pennsylvania railroad received most of 
their first information from the signal 
tower at Sang Hollow, six miles 
west of 
Johnstown. 
About 8 o'clock a boy 
was 
rescued by men in tho signal tower of tho 
railroad company. 
His name is unknown, 
but ho said that, with his father, mother 
brother, and tw’o sisters, ho was swept 
over tho breast of tho now stone railroa I 
bridge at Johnstown; that it capsized a 
few seconds later and they [all drowned, 
so far as ho could toll. 
Tho railroad operator officially reports 
that before dark they wero able to count 
I l l persons clinging to building;, wreck­ 
age, or drownod and floating in tlio cur 
rout. 
If this information is to tx) credited 
tho damage in tho town proper must be in 
tho nature of a clean sweep. 
As early qs I o’clock tho alarm was sent 
to Johnstown that tlioro was danger from 
tho dam. 
Tho railroad officials wore noti­ 
fied and in a very short time l>cgan to 
carry peoplo from tho town to places of 
safety on regular trains and hastily impro­ 
vised rescuing trains. 
Supt. Pitcairn of 
the western division of tho Pennsylvania 
railroad was on his way to South Fork and 
was notified of impending trouble. 
T rain s L aid Up ut A ltoon a. 
Reports from Philadelphia say that all 
tho wlro9 of tho Pennsylvania railroad 
west of Wilmore, a station on the Pittsburg 
division twenty-flvo west of Altoona, have 
been down since 6 a. in., and consequently 
tho information in regard to tho break 
west of that 
place is very 
moager. 
Enough has been learned, however, to in­ 
dicate that tho rush of water is the worst 
over known in that section. 
At Broad street station tho following 
bulletin for the information of travelers 
was posted about 8 o'clock: 
“Cn account of tho unprecedented storm 
prevailing in tho western part of this 
State tho lines wost of Altoona havo been 
damaged; to what extent cannot bo ascer­ 
tained until tho water subsides. 
The storm 
is still raging, and it is thought no trains 
will bo passed until Sunday. ’ ’ 
A dispatch was received by General 
Manager Pugh, dated Wilmore, from tho 
conductor of tho oast-bound New York and 
Chicago limited, which left Pittsburg at' 7 
o’clock Friday morning, saying that tho 
train was safo and that all wero well on 
board. 
Mr. Pugh interred from this that 
the limited was laid up somewhere wo^t of 
Lilly’s. 
Tho conductor reported that tho 
bridge at South Fork was washed away 
and expressed tho opinion that all tho 
bridges between South Fork and Johns­ 
town would bo swopt away. 
Tho Chicago 
and Now York day express and all other 
east-bound trains aro supposed to bo . laid 
up between Cresson and Pittsburg. 
Tart of a Freight T rain C arried A v a r . 
When Mr. Pugh was shown a copy of 
tho dispatch from Pittsburg announcing 
tho breaking of tho dam near Johnstown 
ho said that this roport confirmed a dis­ 
patch received from Wilmore, which said 
that a man had reported to tho Pennsyl­ 
vania railroad operator thoro that tho 
South Fork dam had broken and tho water 
had carried away the “coal tipple” and 
tho telegraph tower at South Park station, 
and also a portion of an east-bound freight 
train. 
Tho telegraph operator, who was 
in tho tower, managed to escape, but sev­ 
eral of tho train hands are reported to 
havo boon drowned. 
Supt, Pitcairn promptly took charge of 
Vie railroad end of tho Work ani bogan th© 


double duty of clearing tracks and send­ 
ing all possible a|d to tbo$o in danger. His 
prompt 
work and intelligent compre­ 
hension of tho danger and hiQ strenuous 
efforts to si road tho alarm no doubt saved 
many lives. 
Situation of Johnatowiv 
J ohnstown is a city of 35,0f)0 inhabitants, 
including its adjacent suburbs, and lies 
en the main lino of tho Pennsylvania road. 
seventy-eight miles oast of Pittsburg and 
thirty-nino milos west of 
Altoona. 
It 
is situated on tho Conemaugh river and is 
surrounded on both sides by high moun­ 
tains on which tho reservoir was built. 
Tho extensive works of tho Cambria Iron 
company, employing I,OGO mon, are lo­ 
cated there, and tho city has also sovcral 
banks, two daily and four weokly news­ 
papers, sixteen churches, several 
tan­ 
neries, flour, planing, and woolen mills, 
and a convent and an academy. 
Tho 
Pennsylvania tracks are laid on the side of 
tho mountain somo distance above tho 
town, and tho depot is reached by a long 
flight of stops. 
Hemmed in as tho city is 
by high hills it is only a miracle that any 
of its inhabitants escaped death by tho 
rushing waters. 
Tho H roken R eservoir, 
< 
In order to understand tho nature of 
this calamity it Is necessary to doscribo tho 
rosnecjive location* of tho reservoir at 


Johnstown. TUeT reservoir nos aoout two 
a id one-half railes northeast from Johns­ 
town and is the site of the old reservoir 
which was one of tho feeders of tho Penn­ 
sylvania canal. 
It is tho property of a number of 
wealthy gentlemen 
in 
Pittsburg who 
form 'd themselves into a corporation, the 
title of which is tho South Fork Fishing 
el b. 
This sheet of water was form erly 
known as Conemaugh lake. 
It is from 200 
to 300 feet abovo tho lovel of Johnstown, 
being in tho mountains. 
It is about throo and ono-lialf milos Ion; 
and from a mile to ono and ono-fourth 
miles in width, and somo places it is IOO 
foot in depth. 
It holds more water than 
any other reservoir, natural or artificial, 
in tho United States. 
Tho lake has been 
quadrupled in size by artificial moans, but 
was hold in check by a dam 700 to 1,000 
feet wide. 
It is ninoty foot in thickness at 
the baso and th© height is I IO foot. 
Tho 
lop has a breadth of over twonty foot. 
Recognizing tho monaco which tho lake 
had to tho region below, tho South Fork 
club had tho dam inspected onco a month 
by tho Pennsylvania railroad engineer, and 
tho investigation showed that nothing less 
than somo convulsion of nature would tonr 
tho barrier away and loosen tho woapon of 
loath. 
Tlio steady rains of tho last forty-eight 
hours incroasod tho volumo of water in all 
tho small mountain streams, which wero 
lready swelled by tho lessor rains earlier 
in tho week. 
From tho best information obtained at 
this timo it is evident that something in 
tho nature of a cloud burst must have 
boon tho culmination of tho struggle of tho 
water against tho embankmant. 
Tho difficulty of obtaining definite infor­ 
mation added tremendously to tho excite­ 
ment and apprehension of tho^pooplo in 
Pittsburg who had relatives and friends at 
tho scone of tho disaster. 
Members of tho 
South Fork club, and among them somo 
of tho most ominent mon in tho Pittsburg 
financial and mercantile world, were in or 
near Johnstown, and several of them wero 
accompanied by their wives and their 
families. 
Nothing reliable as to tho details of loss 
of life or property so far, however, has 
boon ascertained. 
R elieve* I t W as a W atersp ou t. 
General Manager Pugli was out of town 
oarly in tho day, and ho said that he 
could not understand what was meant when 
ho received dispatches announcing damage 
to th tracks at Lilly's. 
“ Such a thing ha; never boon heard of 
Itoforo, ” sa’d ho “and nothing short of a 
waterspout cou’d havo causod such dam­ 
age. 
Lilly’s is a littlo mining town of 
about three < r four hundred inhabitants. 
For tho water to riso high onough to ob­ 
struct tho passago of trains is unprece­ 
dented. 
A dispatch just received by me 
says that tho water is rushing over tho 
tracks at a height of at least Avo feet 
above tho roadbed; and this, I say, could 
bo brought about by nothing short of a 
waterspout. 
I havo no doubt, if our oper 
ator at Sang Hollow said he saw tho bod­ 
ies from Johnstown floating down tho 
river, as reported, that it is true, 
as hi; 
tower i; located right on the bank of tho 
river. ” 
In cid en t* of tho H orror. 
As tho train bearing tho special cor­ 
respondents sped eastward tho reports at 
each stop grew more appalling. At Derry 
a group of railway officers were gathered 
who had corno from Bolivar, tho end of tho 
passable portion of tho road westward. 
They had seen but a small portion of tho 
awful flood, but enough to allow thorn to 
imagine tho rest. 
Down through tho 
Pack Saddle camo tho rushing waters. Tho 
water was rishi r whon tho men loft at 0 
o'clock at tho rate of fivo foot an hour. 
Clinging to improvised rafts constructed 
from floating boards and timbers wero 
agonized men, women, and children, their 
heartrending shrieks for help striking hor­ 
ror to tho breasts of tho onlooker. 
Their 
cries wero of no avail. 
Carried along at a 
railway speed on tho breast of this rushing 
torrent, no human ingenuity could devise 
a moans of a rescuo. 
With pallid cheek 
and hair clinging damp and wet to ber 
cheek a mother was seen grasping a Coat­ 
ing tinder, whilo ivith hor other arm sho 
held hor babe. 
liescnine th o Su rvivors. 
Tho wavo struck Bolivar just after dark, 
and in Avo minutes tho Conemaugh rose 
from six to forty feet, and tho waters 
spread out over tho whole country. 
Soon 
houses bogan floating down, and clinging 
to tho debris wero men, women and c hildren 
shrieking for aid. 
A largo number of cit­ 
izens at onco gathered on tho country 
bridge, and they wero reinforced by a 
number from Garfield, a town on tho op­ 
posite side. 
They brought a number of 
ropes, which wore thrown over into the 
boiling waters as persons drifted by, in 
efforts to savo somo poor boing. 
For a 
half-hour all efforts wero fruitless, until at 
at last when rescuers were about giving up 
all hope, a littlo boy astrido a shingle 
roof maim ged to catch hold of ono of tho 
ropes. 
He caught it under his left arm 
aud was thrown violently against an abut­ 
ment, but managed to keep hold, and was 
pulled on tho bridge amid tho cheers of tho 
onlookers. 
Tho boy’s namo is Edward 
Hosslcr, aged IO. 
Your correspondent secured an inter­ 
view with him. 
His story of tho fright­ 
ful calamity is as follows: 
“ With my father I was spending tho day 
at my grandfather's houso in Cambria 
City. 
In tho house at tho timo were 
Theodore, Edward aud John Kintz, and 
John Kintz, Jr., Miss Mary Kintz, Mrs. 
Mary 
Kintz, wjfo of John, Jr., Miss 
Troacy lvintz, Mrs. Rica Smith. John 
Kirsch and four children, my father and 
myself. 
Shortly after 5 o’clock thero wan 
a nolso of roaring waters and screams of 
peoplo.

Up tho ( 
river thoro was a sudden crash m l a soc- ; 
tion of the bridge was swept away and I 
floated down tho stream, striking tho tree 
and was washing it away. 
All throe wore I 
thrown into tho water and drownod be­ 
fore tho eyes of tho horrified spectator- 
just opposite tho town of Bolivar. ’ 
All night long tho crow I stool about th ' 
ruins of tho bridgo which had been swept 
away at Bolivar. 
Tho water rushed past 
with a roar, carrying with it parts of 
liouscs, furniture, and trees. 
Tho flood 
had evidently si>cnt it3 force up tho valley. 
No more living persons were boing currie I 
past.

A device recently described for develop­ 
ing natural water powers, notably Niagara 
Falls, comprises excavating a drift or re­ 
cess in the rock under tho falls of sufficient 
sizo to accommodate all tho machinery 
needod. 
A stationary iron truss is planned 
to carry a movable frame supporting a 
steel overshot wheel sixty foot in diameter, 
operated by the inner face of tho cataract, 
which wheel by moans of intermediate 
spur goars is made to drive dynamos for 
tho transmission of electric currents to dis­ 
tant points. 
Nothing is said about tho 
prospective permanence of a cavity of this 
character under tho great fall, nor what 
would happen if a few hundred thus of 
rock broke off the edge of tho fall and al­ 
tered its shape, as has sometimes hap­ 
pened. 
A novelty is being introduced in the 
form of self-winding clocks, which, it is 
said, require attention but once a year. 
The clocks obtain their motive power from 
a fine spring, as in tho ordinary mechan­ 
ical c^ock, and not from electrical action. 
Tho self-winding devico is electrical in 
nature and operates in tho following way : 
Two small cells of battery aro placed in 
tho top of tho ease and connected with a 
motor secured to the lower part of tho 
movement. 
As the center wheel, driven 
by tho unwinding of the spring, makes one 
revolution around the hub it brings up a 
loose arm which slips under a stationary 
projecting arm fastened to tho train-plato. 
Whon this contact occurs the circuit is 
closed, and the action of the little motor 
rotates the barrel containing the spring one 
revolution from left to right, winding up 
just as much of the spring as has been re­ 
quired to run the clock during the last 
sixty minutes. 
The spring barrel itself 
carries an arm which hides the loose arm 
from under the projecting arm, breaking 
tho circuit; ' the same action is repeated 
every sixty minutes. 
Where a number of 
clocks are used one may be operated as a 
master clock to correct or regulate tho 
others. 
As all labor-saving and economiz­ 
ing devices cost in proportion to tho work 
done, it is not surprising to learn that tho 
cheapest clock of this design is listen at 
$22.50. 
From this tho prices run up mto 
tho hundreds of dollars;
